Harrison Taskell, the negro who, a 
few weeks ago, made a successful crim- 
inal assault upon a young German girl 
and upon appearance for trial in court at 
Indianapolis was shot and nearly killed 
by the girl's brother, was Monday found 
guilfy and his punishment assesed at 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
twenty-one years. 


A spectacle peddler of Peru, Matt Go- 
lan, was accidentally shot by Thomas 
Weaver, his companion, a match peddler 
of Indianapolis, in his left eye, with a 
45-caliber revolver. 
He can not recover. 
Weaver pointed the revolver at him, 
saying: 
"What a steady nerve for a 
man of fifty-four," when the revolver was 
discharged with the above result.

THE new German ironclad Olden- 
burg -will be of entirely novel construc- 
tion. It is a broadside ship with ten 
ten-inch guns—five on each side, two 
above and three below deck, but the 
whole five can be concentrated on the 
same point with sufficient force, it is es- 
timated, to disable even the strongest 
ironclad- 
The displacement of the Ol- 
denburg is 5,200 tons, and her engines 
3,900-horse 
power, enabling her to 
steam fourteen English miles an hour. 
The German Government are appar- 
ently not well satisfied with the con- 
struction of the torpedo-boat at Stettin. 
They have ordered new ones in England, 
and refuse to accept six that have been 
completed. 
China has also ordered her 
three new ironclads to be built in En- 
gland and not at Stettin. 


THE startling result which has fol 
lowed the experiment of sending to 
France for treatment by M. Pasteur ot 
boys bitten by a mad-dog in Newark is 
well calculated to make scientists pause 
and reflect. One of the boys sent to 
Paris, little Eddie Byan, was accompa- 
nied on the trip by his mother, and now 
not only does Eddie come back appa- 
rently cured, but he comes back also 
with a little brother, bom to Mrs. 
Byan on t^e return trip. If the effect 
of M. Pa^eur's treatment of a little boy 
be to make that little boy well and to 
give him a baby brother within two 
weeks, then the discovery is even a more 
wonderful thing than has been claimed. 
Wliat tlie savants will say on this point 
must be awaited with the keenest inter- 
est.

An intelligent Indian, recently, in re- 
porting the marriage of an Indian octo- 
roon to a A^hite m^n, said: "If this pro- 
cess goes on, we will soon have the 
whitest race of Indians you ever did 
see." The accomplished daughter of 
the old missionary. 
Dr. Robertson, 
married a full blood Creek. 
Her sister 
has sectired money at the East to estab- 
lish a seminary among the ftdl bloods, 
and it has been a question where the 
seminary could be located to meet the 
object aimed at. Parties stepping from 
the train at Vinita, within the Cherokee 
Nation, the only railroad crossing in the 
L ^ d ^ 
Territory, 
commonly ask: 
"Where are the Ih4i^8?" 
On being 
told that those they see abput them are 
Lidians, they reply: "No. They are 
not Indians. 
They are white men." 


By marrying an Indian maiden the 
white man secures all the rights of In- 
dian citizenship. 
The "headright" of 


the girl helps the matrimonial contract. 
To hunters for land, those looking for 
wide ranges for cattle or agriculture, 
the temptation is very strong to take 
this short cut to get an extent of soil 
they could never hope to secure in any 
other way. 


The encours^ment 
given to the 
whites on the part of the marriageable 
Indian females is quite observable. 
They think that by marrying white men 
they gain socially and have a prospect of 
an easier audi betthr cared-for life. And 
they think rightly. In all depressed 
civilizations, women have a hard time 
of it. 
The Indian men do not like this 
constant raiding through their land and 
capturing the most attractive of their 
race, whom they would woo and wed, 
but they cannot help themselves, and 
retaliate by stealing the affections of 
white girls and marrying them. 
White 
girls entering an Indian reservation are 
very soon, picked up; not so often by 
full-blooded Indians, but after the pro- 
cess of inter-marriage has commenced, 
not so seldom by half-breeds, quad- 
roons, and octoroons. 


White persons who marry into Indian 
blood almost invariably remain on In- 
dian soil. 
The white man, in defense 
of Indian ideas of communal interests 
and Indian questions as related to the 
whites, become more intensely Indian 
than the Indians themselves. I think 
the fiercest defenders of the tribal sys- 
tem are white men who, by marriage, 
have become Tudian citizens and are 
making money out of it. 
The large 
crops on Indian lands are invariably 
raised by white men.' Pour-fifths of the 
mechanics are white men, brothers-in- 
law to the Indians. So on both sides 
the fnrocess of diluticm of Indian blood 
goes on until it become« very thin, while 
¿idian habits and Indian characteristics 
still remain. 


The common notion among Indians 
is that Indian blood never runs out, and 
that, wherever iiie slightest trace of it 
can be found, there the fullest rights of 
land privilege follow. 
F o r a man who 
has one-sixteenth or one-thirty-second 
part of Indian blood the claim for his 
right as an Indian is asserted as strongly 
as for the full blood. 
A white man has 
married «1 Indian girl, a light blonde, 
of one-thirty-second Indian blood. His 
children will be one-sixty-fourth Indian. 
The family consists of five members. 
On account of that 
one-thirty-second 
Tndian blood that family of five, located 
on the border of the Indian land, is en- 
titled, by equal division of the tribal 
land, to five times 995 acres, or 4,975

larried a full blood Creek. Her sister 
..as secured money at the Kast to eslab- 
isli a seminary among the full bloods, 
nd it has been a question where tho 
emiiiary could be located to meet the 
object aimed at. Parties stopping from 
he train at Viuita, within, the. Cherokee 
Nation, the only railroad crossing in the 
ndian 
Territory, 
commonly 
ask: 


Where are the. Indians?" On being 
old that frhoao they BCD. ab.out, them are 
Indiana, they reply: "No. . They, are 
not Indians. They are "white men." 


By marrying an Indian, maiden the 
rhite man secures all the rights of In-, 
iian citizenship. 
The "headlight" of 


,he girl helps the matrimonial contract. 
To hunters for land, those looking for 
wide ranges for cattle or agriculture, 
he temptation is very strong to take 
his short cut to get an extent of soil 
hey could never hope to secure in any 
ith er Tvay. 


The encouragement 
given to the 


•whites on tho part of the marriageable 
ndJaii females is quite observable. 
They think that by marrying while men 
hey gain eociallyand'haveaprospectof 
an easier andi betfchr cared-for life. And 
hey think rightly. In all depressed 
civilizations, women have..a hard time 
)fit. The Indiftn,men.do not like this 
jou^aut raiding;through,,their land and 
capturing.;the, most ..attractive of their 
race, whuui thoy..\vonld "woo. and ;wed, 
mt they cannot help themselves, and 
retaliate by stealing- fhe affections of 
vhite gh-ls and marrying them. "\Yhito 
girls entering an Indian reservution are 
>ery soon, picked up; not so. often by 
full-blooded Indians,, but after tho pro- 
cess of inter-marriage has coiuinencgd, 
not so seldom by half-breeds, quad- 
roons, and octoroons. 


"White perjsons:'who marry into Indian 


jlood almost invariably remain on In- 
dian soil. The white man, in defense 
of Indian ideas of communal interests 
and Indian questions as related to the 
whites, become more intensely Indian 
;hau the Indians themselves. I think 
the fiercest defenders of the tribal sys- 
tem are white men who, by marriage, 
lave become Indian citizens and are 
making money out of it. 
The largo 


crops on Indian lands are invariably 
raised by white men.' Four-fifths of the 
mechanics are white men, brothers-in- 
law to the Indians. So on both aides 
the process of dilution of Indian'blood 
joes on until it becomes very.thin; while 
[ndian habits and Indian characteristics 
still remain. 


The common notion, among Indians 


is that Indian blood never runs out, and 
that, wherever the slightest trace of it 
cau be found, there, the fidlest rights of 
land privilege follow. Por a man who 
lias one-sixteenth or onc-thirty-second 
part of Indian blood the claim for his 
ight as an Indian is asserted as strongly 
as for the full blood. 
A wlu'le man has 


married an Indian girl, a light blondo, 
of one-thirty-second Indian blood. His 
ihildren will bo one-sixty-fourth Indian. 
The family consists of ftvo members. 
On account of that ono-thirty-.second 
[ndian blood that family of five, located 
jn the border of the ludiau land, i.s en- 
titled, by equal division of the tribal 
land, to five times 995 acres, or 4,975 
acres.—Milwaukee Sentinel.
